Judge Eugene C Bon- 
niwell has had his name filed in the 
office of the Secretary and seeks to 
have his name so on the Democratic 
primary ballot. 
State Chairman McCuilough states 


the law to be as follows: 


The statute law of 1917 provides as 


follows: 
"National 
Gommitteemen 


shall be elected by the State Commit- 
tee of each respective party, unless 
the rules of the national party other- 
wise provide, in which case they shall 
be elected in the manner provided by 
the rules of the national party. Va- 
cancies happening at any time in the 
office 
of 
National Committeeman 


shall be filled by the State Committee 
of the respective party unless the 
rules of the national party otherwise 
provide, in which case vacancies shall 
be filled in the manner provided by 
the rules of the national party." 


In connection with this State law. 


the Democratic National Convention 
in 1920 passed the following resolu- 
tion : "Resolved, that hereafter the 
National Committee shall consist of 
one roan and one woman from each 
State and Territory, the men mem- 
bers of said committee to be selected 
in the manner prescribed by the laws 
of their respective States and Terri- 
tories, and. where there be no statu- 
tory provision, that method of selec- 
tion shall be pursued which conforms 
to the established party custom and 
precedents or to the regularly adopt- 
ed party rules and regulations."

In the Fordney-ifcCumber 
Tariff 


Law a duty of thirty cents a bushel 
was imposed upon wheat imported 
from Canada; and under provisions 
of that Law. President oCoiidge has 
now increased the duty 40 per cent, 
or 12 cents per bushel, on wheat— 
making the tariff to be paid, after 
thirty days, 42 cents per bushel. 
_ By the same law, the duty upon 
Sour and other wheat products was 
78 cents per hundred pounds, which 
by President Cooiidge's proclamation 
is now increased to $1.04. 


By the same proclamation, the duty 


upon bran and by-products produced 
in milling wheat has been reduced 
from 15 cents to /5< cents ad valorem. 


The proclamation is based upon a 


report made to the President by the 
Tariff Commission, pursuant to the 
provision of Section 315 of the Tariff 
Act of IO22. 


Unfortunately, the Tariff Commis- 


sion has failed to make a public re- 
port or the facts and figures accumu- 
lated in its investigation, and it is sin- 
sruiarly reticent upon the subject, so 
that all persons concerned in these 
transaction with Canadian Wheat are 
ieit in doubt whether they are having 
a fair deal. Perhaps, an investigation 
will be iiec&ssary later, _as is now be- 
ing conducted to determine whether 
the public has a square deal in the 
granting of leases in the Teapot Dome 
Oil Cases. "To the extent that it de- 
ceives anv- farmer into the expecta- 
tion of relief thereby, it is a conscious 
and intended fraud.'' savs the New 
York "World."

bhnd. as those who will not see" ap- 
plies to the optimism expressed not 
only by the great daily newspapers, 
but continually manifested by the 
farm journals and other periodicals 
supposed to be published in the in- 
terests of farmers. 


These journals find hope and com- 


fort for the farmer in every scheme 
and device advanced to improve his 
condition by legislation—whereby the 
Government will advance millions of 
dollars, 
preferably in 
non-taxable 


bonds, the money to be loaned to 
farmers upon ample security through 
financial institutions noxv existing, or 
to be created. A sanjple of this pro- 
posed legislation is given in Hous<> 
Bill No. 2569, which w=>s introduced 
by Mr. Sinclair, and referred to the 
Committee on Agriculture.

practice of importing wheat and flour 
from Canada, and imposing a duty 
thereon, labelling the same for the 
protection of the American farmer; 
and now in behalf of the farmer they 
express their joy that this duty has 
been increased. 


On the contrary, the farmer recog- 


nizes the importation of 200 million 
bushels of wheat from Canada as.det- 
rimental to his interests. 


Admitting that *he cost of produc- 


tion in Canada is less than in any 
State of the Union, except Kansas, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma, for the rea- 
son that the soil is rich and needs 
no fertilization, it may be shown that 
the imposition of the tariff of 30 cents 
per bushel upon Canadian Wheat is 
employed to diminish the price al- 
lowed for the wheat raised in these 
and other States. For instance, al- 
though many farmers and others ad- 
vocating their interests are unaware 
of the fact, the whole business of buy- 
ing, selling, 
and manipulating 
the 


wheat of this country, and converting 
it into flour—in which the wheat from 
Canada is commingled—is operated 
and conducted by a combination of 
Produce Exchanges and Boards of 
Trade, of which the Chicago Board 
of Trade is largest. It seems prob- 
able, although the writer can not 
state positively, that ali the mills and 
dealers engaged in buying and sell- 
ing grain 
for interstate 
commerce 


along the l:ne of every railroad and 
other medium of transportation 
is 


subordinate to this immense aggre- 
gation which is commonly known as 
the Grain Trust. There is no other 
market for grain in the U- S.: and the 
price of —ain from day to day is fixed 
and declared to vary by weather con- 
ditions here or there, or other fluctu- 
ations which affect the speculators 
who gamble in grain. Today the re- 
port from Chicago is the announce- 
ment of "the purchase of two million 
bushels of Canadian Wheat for May- 
Tuly shipment to Europe led to a 
brisk rally in wheat prices and the 
market closed firm at i.n." 


The information desired from the 


Tariff Commission includes an answer 
to these questions: 


1. What quantity of Wheat was 


imported from Canada during 1923? 


2. What proportion of this wheat 


was received under bond? 


3. Was the condition of, the bond 


that the tariff imposed should be re- 
leased upon export in flour of the 
equivalent of the wheat imported? 


A. How much cash has been re- 


ceived by the U. S. Treasury for tar- 
iff upon wheat imported from Canada 
during 1023? 


Let the same questions be consider- 


ed as submitted relative to the fiour 
imported from Canada; -whether 
it 


was received in bond, and the bond 
released upn exportation of the flour? 


Public opinion prevails universally 


that the farmer is shamefully oppress- 
ed ar.d deserves governmental 
as- 


sistance to be released and to be re- 
habilitated. 


The plan proposed to achieve this 


result is additional legislation along 
the lines of the Grain Futures Act. 
whereby the Government snail guar- 
antee the minimum price of about 2~A 
cents per pound for wheat to be paid 
directly to the producer upon deliv- 
erv of the product at anv- "contract 
market.'7 


"Contract market" is a new term 


designated in the Grain Futures Act. 
copies of which may be obtained bv 
application to the Secretary of Agri- 
cultu re- 


Experience has shown it is very dif- 


ficult to bust a trust but a wedge was 
inserted in the Act mentioned which 
is calculated to effect a severance of 
the monopoly. As in other cases, ?. 
complete dissolution of the combina- 
tion? in restraint of trade will not be 
necessary; a compromise may be ef- 
lected. as was done, when the Gov- 
ernment after many years' effort pcr- 
vaiied in authorizing the Money Or- 
''er system, and later the Parcel Post 
jvstem—aganist the power a^d influ- 
ence of strongly intrenched monop- 
oiv. 


Voters who favor freedom for the 


farmer arc urged to exercise their 
political wisdom and influence, 
and 


let their favorite Representative in 
Congress know of their wishes; and 
unless the present Congress passes 
an Act giving adequate relief, the ne- 
cessity may be apparent of substi- 
tuting more agreeable Representa- 
tives.

Will Your Se«d Corn Grow? 


Many farmers have an abundant 


supply of seed corn selected before 
frost last fall and cared for so that 
they may be reasonably sure it will 
grow. Others selected their seed lat- 
er, either at husking time or from the 
crib. In any event it is well to make 
sure that the seed will grow. 


Two kernels taken from each of 100 
cars and tested for germination -will 
tell the story, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. If these 
kernels germinate well, ail right. If 
not. the sooner you know it the bet- 
ter. Xew seed may still be obtained, 
or the best on hand may be selected 
through a germination test of the in- 
dividual ears.

HEALTH TALK. 


Co-ooerating with the State Depart- 


ment of Health's educational cam- 
paign. Dr. Walter Donaldson. Secre- 
tary of the Pennsylvania State Med- 
ical Society, says:— 


"In twenty-five years of medical 
practice. I have seen the physical, 
mental and social progress of many 
individuals impaired or destroyed by 
neglect of some one to follow instruc- 
tions given subsequent to the recog- 
nition of disease within the individ- 
i^a.: or his family. 


'"Since communities and common- 


wealths are composed of individuals, 
it must necesarily follow that each in- 
dividual's personal responsibility in 
the prei-ention of sickness is unde- 
niable. In fact, I know of no greater 
test of one's moral and ethical sense 
of resposibiiity toward others than 
may be found in one's relation to 
knowledge of the existence of sick- 
•\< ss within orjers self or his house- 
hold. The citizen who deliberately 
ignores danger to himself or others 
on account of existent disease, is to 
be placed in the same category as the 
citizen who fails to act courageously 
;ind promptly in the presence of dan- 
ger from thieves or 'firebugs.' 
"There can be but one acceptable 


excuse for failure to accept one's full 
responsibility in disease prevention, 
namely, ignorance. That such excuse 
may not be honestly advanced, it be-

physicians,
